form since 1B70. 
The man was ac 


quitted on evidence brought from the 
United States. 
Because she would not plead for 
the Russian emperor's clemency Ma 
dame Breshkovskaya was incarcerat 
ed at Kiremsk, 
a penal 
settlement 


four hundred miles northeast of Ir 
kutsk. 
The police kept close watch on her 
there as it was expected she wotik 
make an attempt to escape so as to 
join the scattered remnants of the 
group to which she had belonged. 
According to the Novoe Vremya 
Madame 
Breshkovskaya on Deceni 
her 1 went to dinner under police es 
cort at the lodging of a fellow exile 
Vladimiroff, and remained there till 
evening. Then a companion, AnfreelT, 
dressed in Madame Bresbkovskaya's 
clothing', 
emerged 
from the house 
supported 
by 
Vladimiroff. 
Accom- 


panied by the police escort the ac- 
complice hobbled to the lodging' ot 
Madame Breshkovskaya and crawled 
into her bed, where he remained. 


The disappearance 
of tlie famou 
Madame Breshkovskaya was not dis- 
covered until December 4th. Hurried 
orders for her pursuit WP-~ issued. 
It was found, however, that all tele- 
graph wires had been cut to hamper 
the authorities. 
Communication was 
later obtained with Irkutsk and a de- 
tachment of troops and police scoured 
the country with the result that a 
body of constabulary 
intercepted a 
conveyance speeding on the way to 
Yakutshk on the river Lena, and rec- 
ognised among its occupants Madame 
Breshkovskaya. 
She had in her pos- 


session a counterfeit passport and a 
considerable sum of money. 
" The fugitive was brought back to 
Kiremsk, where half a doL'en of her 
accomplices were placed under arrest. 
Madame Breshkovskaya, who is a 


woman of advanced age, has been an 
unremitting fighter for reform in Rus- 
sia.. 
As long ago as 1873 she was 


sent to her first period of exile in Si- 
beria.

He reports conditions of tubercu- 
losis in Edgerton are in need of im- 
provement. 
More people die of tu- 
berculosis in this city than from all 
the contagious diseases together The 
death rate here is twice as large as 
it is in Wisconsin as a whole, and 
30 per cent higher than the United 
States as a whole. The death rate 
in Wisconsin is 978, in the United 
States about 148. but in Edgerton it 
is about 200.- 
While- the death rate 
from tuberculosis in Wisconsin has 
decreased five and one-half times as 
fast 
as .the 
total death rate, yet 
Edgerton 
shows 
no 
perceptible 
change. 
What Edgerton needs is a 
more 
aroused attitude toward the greatest 
scourge 
of 
man, 
the great white 
plague. If conditions are normal hero 
-we can estimate that there are about 
twenty-five cases of tuberculosis in 
this city. 
.The deaths from this disease each 
year cause a loss of more than S10,-i 
000. 
If there are twenty-five living' 
cases it may be conservatively esti-! 
mated that this is a loss of $38.000 
: 


each year from sickness.

X ACCOUNT of financial losses and a mtich reduced income one of 


the families in our neighborhood decided last January to cut down 
its large purchase of magazines to two of the leading monthlies. 


As they are very fond of reading I supposed they would find 
this a keen deprivation, but my neighbor tells me that this cloud has so big 
a silver lining that she is not sure that it Is a cloud at all. "When we had a 
dozen magazines," she said, "we used to skim them over. Now we read our 
two magazines carefully. Instead of throwing them aside after we have read 
the stories we read the .essays and serious articles too. Then it has driven us 
to make more use of our fine public library, and the 
other day we discovered we hadn't read.half the books 
on our own shelves. So now I'm absorbed in Les Mis- 
erables and Jack is reading one of Thackeray's that lie 
hadn't happened to read,—both books right off our own 
book-shelves. So you see, by driving us to make better 
use of our resources our forced economy has been 
rather a good thing after all." 


How many times this happens! 
That is, how many 


times some unwelcome necessity 
"by driving us to 


make better use of our resources," teaches us how 
much larger these resources were than we realized. 


Another friend of mine who suffered a sudden re- 


duction of income had 
to 
give up buying the new 


clothes she had planned last spring. 
But when she 


came to look over 
the 
wardrobe which she had in 
stock she was surprised to _lind how many things she 
had and how much a little taste and money would do 
with them. "There were two or three thin dresses that 
just had some little thing the matter with them." she 


"2 ' 
told me afterward. "If I had had as much money as 
, 
usual I would have thought I couldn't do anything with 


them. -As it was I fixed them up and everybody liked them. Then instead of 
buying new grey suede shoes I dyed a soiled white pair. I did a lot of things 
like that and-1 felt-that I had almost as much as usual. I certainly didn't 
realize the possibilities of what I already.had until I was driven into really 
using them." . 
• . 


Again,-it is not alone in material things that we must be driven into 


using our full .resources. I remember a time in my life when I was peculiarly 
alone, when I had no one to whom I could turn, no cnu to whom I could shift 
my responsibilities if they became too heavy.

are served in cracked ice on the ta- 
ble, the next best is used for salads 
and the very outer ones, well cleaned 
with a stiff brush, with leaves are 
used for soups, or witho'ut the leaves 
are used for stewing. 


Creamed Celery With Poached Egg. 
Material—Egcs. four: 
toast, 
four 
slices; raw celery, two cuns; cream 
sauce, two cups.

The slight in- 
crease of labor conies from the in- 
crease of milk, for in the nature of 
things more labor is required to care 
for 8,000 pounds of milk than for 
2,000. This is labor which returns a 
good profit however. 
It is a self- 
evident fact that the cow precluding 
8,000 pounds of milk will have more 
skim milk to her credit than 'one pro- 
per- 
ducing 2,000 pounds, but It is 
haps not so well known 
that 
cows not only produce more manure'; 
but manure of a better quality, owing 
to1 the fact that they are fed more 
concentrates.
